Response to A mendment 

1 . Claims 24-46 are cancelled by applicant, thus are withdrawn from further consideration. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-23 are allowed are allowed for following reasons. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Applicant's arguments filed on 1 1/12/2007 are fully considered and following notice of 
allowability is formed in light on applicant's arguments. 

Regarding claims 1, 1 1, 18, 19, 21, 22, Ambe et al. (USPN 2002/0009083) teaches a 
method, an apparatus and a computer readable storage medium for routing a packet using a 
routing table and the features of claims 1, 11, 18, 19, 21, 22 except, obtaining an address 
resolution table index stored in association with the Internet Protocol destination address in the 
routing table responsive to the Internet Protocol destination address being found in the routing 
table, wherein, the address resolution table index obtained is an index into the state table for 
locating an entry in the state table . Ambe also does not teach a routing table that is cross-linked 
with a state table . This taken with all other limitations of dependent claims is considered novel 
and non-obvious over prior art. 

Regarding claims 15, 20, 23, Ambe et al. (USPN 2002/0009083) teaches a method, an 
apparatus and a computer readable storage medium for routing a packet using a routing table and 
the features of claims 15, 20, 23 except, obtaining an address resolution table index stored in 
association with the media access control destination address in the address resolution table 



responsive to the media access control destination address being found in the address resolution 
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table, wherein the address resolution table index obtained is an index into the state table for 
locating an entry in the state table . Ambe also does not teach an address resolution table that is 
cross-linked with a state table . This taken with all other limitations of dependent claims is 
considered novel and non-obvious over prior art.
